The entertainment and talk shows 
distributed by NBC/Mutual will apparently continue. Westwood One will close its Arlington, 
Virginia news operations on August 31st. Vice President for News Bart Tessler made the announce- 
ment to employees on August 3rd. Mutual and NBC Radio newscasts will be assumed by CBS 
Radio in New York. So... another page in broadcast history is turned.

The lraqi National Accord, built in 1991 with covert British intelligence support 
and currently backed by both the USA's CIA and UK’s MI-6, has resumed transmissions of its 
two stations on Medium Wave. According to Finland’s Patrick Willfer, the Voice of the Brave 
Armed Forces (“Sawt al’Quwat al Musallah”) and Freedom (“al Mustaqbal”) were heard in 
February 1998 on 1566 and 1575 kHz respectively. CRI and CRW’s Nick Grace C. confirmed in 
March that these transmissions were originating from the US military’s EC-130E psychological 
operations broadcast planes, which were deployed to the Middle East in early February. These 
airborne facilities returned to the United States later that month. However, since the return of 
the EC-130E planes, Grace has also confirmed that the Accord has access to a CIA transmitter 
based in Kuwait. Willfer recently reported that the Voice of the Brave Armed Forces is in fact 
operating again on 1566 kHz between 2215 and 2300 UTC. [Via BDXC UK in Medium Wave

1 began with some 
call-changes, they were CJBZ-1200, WPZE-1260 and WUZZ-1410. The big ice storm silenced some 
Montreal stations, resulting in some great new catches in January. In one afternoon on 940, 1 was 
rewarded with WINE, WKGM and WIDG. Later on, I camped on 800 and logged WLAD and WTMR. 
Another “Ice Storm” new one was CJAD-1410. The X-Band provided my other new logs, which were 
WPHG-1620, WMDM-1690 and WCMQ-1700. WPHG-1620 was my first ALlogging since WBTS-1480 
on 3/20/67. My Superadio 3 outclassed the HQ180/Loop combo on the X-band loggings on 1620 and 
1700. Veries remain disappointing. In September, 1 sent out 6 follow ups with prepared cards and only 
got 1 reply. It was the WLWL-770 test of 2/96. New veries from this season are WLAD-800, WIDG- 
940, WINE-940, WKGM-940, CJBZ-1200, WPZE£-1260 and WPHG-1620. The ice storm knocked down 
my long wire antenna, | have plans to resutrect it in October. After 38 years of on/off BCB DX, my 
totals are 1827 logged and 1738 verified for a 95% return. 73 and GOOD DX!!

Make hay while the sun shines, or so the saying goes. A fierce line of thunderstorms that roared 
through Iowa City at about 1530 CLT on June 29th produced an extremely rare trifecta and, with it, 
some unique opportunities for DXing. The storm, packing straightline winds of upwards of 90 mph, 
knocked out power to parts of town for nearly three days and toppled two of WSUI’s 
three self-supporting towers, which had been standing at their location on Mormon 
Trek Boulevard since 1940. KXIC, WSUI, and KCJJ were all off in the hours immedi- K 
ately following the carnage. KXIC came back on in the wee hours of Tuesday morn- 
ing, but, then again, their problem was simply a flooded transmitter building. Ditto ger 
for KCJJ, which started up again just roughly 12 hours after KXIC did. The heavy 810 
damage was at WSUI, which did not come back on until shortly before 0900 on Wednesday morning 
July 1. With just one stick remaining, WSUI was forced to go non-directional with just 1250 watts at 
night, which itis still using as of this writing (July 29). While the three local pests were off, | did serious 
MW Dxing for the first time in many Junes. WALT, WKEQ and WEPG were all noted on 910, witha 
possible visit from KALL. Tried hard for WHSM during the day on Tuesday the 30th, but it was a no- 
show. WPAD and WQEW were i pretty good on 1560. Didn’t really pay much attention to 800, but I 
figured it would’ve been a mix of CKLW, XEROK, and PJB, anyway, since that’s all that seems to come 
inat night on that channel anymore. Have done some DXing on the X-band in July. Both WKSH and 
WMDM have showed up here, but getting Oregon on 1640 and Washington on 1620 has proven to be 
a chore. I need both of those (especially for a QSL from Oregon) before KCJJ moves from 1560 to 1630, 
which, the way the station’s management is talking, could happen by the time this hits print. That’s a 
wrap. 73 de RWD.
